Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asked for a partial translation of Yukutake et al. WO 
9844687. The examiner agreed to try to get one. It was suggested that changing the term "power semiconductor 
element" to "Power transistor," "power MOSFET," or the like might distinguish the claims from the prior art. With 
respect to Yukutake et al. is was agreed that this might make a difference, in that Yukutake discloses transistors of only 
moderate power and "power transistor" might suggest a transistor of sufficient power to not be disclosed by Yukutake 
et al. However with respect to Nemoto et al. it was pointed out that the disclosure of Nemoto et al. already included n- 
type and p-type MOSFETs designed to operate at a withstand voltage of from 1500-300 Volts. Note Nemoto at column 
6 lines 30-42. 

With regard to the claimed "plurality of semiconductor power elements individually isolated from each other," the 
examiner pointed out that "plurality" means two or more. This portion of the claim was met, in the examiner's view, 
when two semiconductor power elements (i.e. elements 1 and 2) were present, so long as element 1 was individually 
isolated from element 2. That minimum satisfied, the examiner believed that this portion of the claim would be met.. 
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
